KRAFCHENKO GOULD | 


HAVE ESCAPED QU] 
yO JAIL ANY Ti 


Makes Remarkable Demons- 
tration to Spiritual Adviser 
Before Execution. 


MIGHT HAVE EASILY 
COMMITTED SUICIDE 


Shows Complete Control Gver 
Nerves and Muscles Which 
Were of Iron. 


(= ——- 

Winnipeg, July 9—John Krafchenko, 
convicted murderer, was hanged at 
6:59 this morning tn the provincial jail, 
He died as he had lived, a man of iron 
nerves, und went to his death un- 
flinchingly. He maintained his Inno- 
cence to the last. 

There was no bravado, however, but 
A steady courage, for Jolin Krafchenko 
die@ penitent. In token of his peni- 
tence, he proved to his spiritual ad- 
viser, Rev. Bertal Heney, during the 
silent watches of the last night, that 
had he wished he could have left his 
cell, could have broken out as he had 
out of the “old kitchen,” and a bent 
and battered old spoon, a teaspoon, el- 
Rraved with an “S" was the simple im- 
plement he used to pick the massive 
lock of his ceN before the eyes of the 
astonished clergyman “That was the 
last final proof, though | did not need 
it,” sald Mr. Heney, “that John Kref- 
chenko @is4 2 Christian, if there ever 
was one, believing in God He could 
have get away had he wished, but he 
stayed to face the end, genuinely re- 
kretting the pain he had caused others 
and willing to pay the price.” 

Mr. Heney entered Krafchenko's cell 
at 11 o'clock last night and throughout 
the night he and the prisoner prayed 
every hour; now Mr. Henney, now 
Krafchenko supplicating the Almighty. 
At 4 o'clock, however, Krafchenko sud- 
denly stood up from the bench on 
which they were then sitting, Holding 
his hands level with his shoulders, he 
stood, every muscle tense, and his face 
reddening with the strain. 

“Listen,” he sald, and for four full 
niinutes he stood, braced and taut. 
Then—"PReady,” the word was blurted 
out and John Krafchenko collapsed un- 
conscious on his prison bed. From 
that moment up to within 10 minutes 
of his execution, he remained uncon- 
scious, Dr. Carscallen and several 
guards, called by Mr. lleney, attend- 
ing hitn, 

Cool to the End. 

He recovered consciousness about 
6.45. At 6.55 he was brought from his 
cell to the place of execution, attend-~ 
ed by two guards. He mounted the 
20 ar so steps to the scaficld, and half 
way up, he sadly ‘sailed, and murmur- 
ed to one of the guards that he didn't 
feel very well. He'took his place in 
the drop, then, with an old characteris- 
t'c motion, threw back his head to send 
the long hair back from his eyes. Ina 
moment the black cap was on, and the 
noose adjusted. Mr. Heney began to 
recite the Lord's prayer, and within a 
fey brief seconds, and while the cler- 
gyman's lips were still moving in 
prayer, Arthur Ellis suddenly threw 
over the lever, the drop was sprung 
and John Krafchenko died. 

There waa no unseemingly hitch, no 
prolonging of the proceedings. It was 
a merciful death, and no quiver or mo- 
tion showed sign of life, Eleven min- 
utce afterward the body was cut down 
and the coroner's jury assembled, 
viewed the remains and delivered its 
verdict. And as they left the room, a 
Jallor quickly entered and placed a few 
tall white lilies, sent by some anony- 
mous friend, beside the body. The 
funeral will take place at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon, to Brookside cemetery. Mr. 
Heney will conduct the service and 
defray all expenses, 

Undergoes Great Change 

It was only in the last ten days ol 
life that Krafchenko showed any penl- 
tence for his long career of crime. 
While exprssing sympathy for his un- 
timely end, Mr. Heney stated his con- 
viction that, had John Krafchenko e€s- 
caped he would have again taken up 
his orlminal progress, but that ten 
days ago he underwent a change, and 
thoroughly repented, When Mr, Ilency 
went to his cell last night he carried 
letter from Krafchenko's wife and dur- 
ing the night the prisoner wrote a ra- 
ply. which he commended to the mints- 
ters hands for delivery.

Hensy Hands out Statement. 


Winnipeg, Juiy 9.—Here Is a state- 
ment given out last night by Rev. W. 
B. Heney, just before he entered the 
death cell, where he remained with the 
condemned man until he began the 
Srim journey to the scaffold, It is 
marked “the confession of John Kraf- 
chenko,” 

It Is the first direct statement Kraf- 
chenko has submitted in detail of the 
surroundings at the time Bank Mana- 
ger Arnold was killed, The condemned 
man related it to his spiritual advisor, 
To the last he had maintained that ho 
did not fire the fatal shot, 

Editor—Sir: It is John's special re- 
quest that I should mako known his 
version of the Plum Coulee bank rob- 
bery and murder, Briefly, it is as 
follows, He said: 

“L intended to rob tne bank, but not 
until Friday, for the simple reason 
that on that date it was likely to ro- 
ceive a consignment of cash. I wag 
staying with Rigi, shooting rabbits and 
Waiting for the time to come, but 
meantine Buxton sent out a man to da 
the Job, I was angry, went Into tha 
town, met this man, who ts an old 
pal of mine, and told him that if it 
was going to be done I would do it 
myself, But first I told him he waa 
afrald to do it, so I entered the bank 
and the other man remained outside. 

“I told Arno!ld that robbery was soon 
to be committed, He told me I waa 
a crook und should be in the pen and 
moved a little distanca to get his gun 
I told him to stop right there, turn 
aside and look cut of the window. 
Meantime the other man, looking 
through the window, saw what was 
soiling on and came in. I told him to 
search the drawers and be quick about 
it. He did so. Then I told him to go 
to the safe, but he could not get the 
safe open, Arnold said it was lock- 
ed, I told the other man to stand 
guard over Arnold, I opened the safe, 
then the other man took out all the 
bills and started toward the front door, 
Meantime, I started toward the bank 
door to make sure that there was not 
a rifle concealed somewhere that might 
be used against ua, 

“Arnold followed the other man 
through the front door. They ran 
round the corner of the bank and were 
Just passing by the ash pile when I 
stepped through the back door. 

Two Guns Fired 

“T had a gas gun and I fired it at 

Arnold but at the same moment Arnold 


j fell; for at the same moment, a bullet, 


fired by someone else, struck him 1 
Was surprised at what happened; the 
other man kept running I went up 
to «arnold, put my hand on his pulse, 
his heart, found he was dead, picked 
up the money, made up the lane to- 
ward the church. The other man en-

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THE GOVERNMENT’S FAILURE 
IN THE MINES: BRANCH. 

Whatever the outcome of the vil development which is 
now about to be commenced on a gigantic scale in the coun- 
try to the east and west of Edmonton, it is very evident that 
there is one party to the transaction who does not stand to lose 
any dollars thereby, and that party is the dominion govern- 
ment, 

With no definite information upon which to act, those 
who feel constrained to gamble in the natural resources quite 
naturally file blindfold. In this way millions upon millions 
of acres of oil leases have been filed upon in the Dominion 
land oitice, and of these millions of acres, in the nature of 
things, a tremedous percentage must subsequently prove to be 
not oil land at all. In which case the government gets the 25 
cents an acre and eventually the lease back, only the lucky 
ones who have happened to strike upon the right territory 
1olding and developing the ground they have leased. 

In these circumstances, the federal government is show- 
ing a woeful lack of business sagacity in not bringing the work 
of its geological department up to date and in not keeping it 
up to concert pitch. 

With an empire of territory in which there are oil possi- 
hilities, the information available through the mines branch 
of the department of the interior is very meagre indeed, and 
even with the promise that development is about to go forward 
ata tremendous rate there is no indication that the government 
at Ottawa proposes to keep pace with the developments un- 
dertaken by private individuals. As it is, only a handful of 
men are working ina field large enough to engage the attention 
of an army of experts, and the reports of even these are months 
and months in preparation? 

A properly-organized and properly-conducted mines 
branch, under the present circumstances, would throw every 
available man in the field, would give out weekly reports for 
the use of the public, would furnish whatever advice was 
available to those who proposed development, and would make 
every effort to see that what drilling is done should be done 
in such sections as have the geologic conformations which 
promise oil. Even a daily or weekly report of the logs of the 
various wells would be of immense advantage to those who 
propose to drill, and these could be gotten at very little cost 
to the department and would be eagerly seized upon as items 
of news by the newspapers. Certainly every scrap of infor- 
mation which could give more intelligent direction to the pri- 
vate geologists and drillers working in the field would be a 
protit to the country as a whole in the respect that it would 
assist in the preventing of useless work and would assure the 
ultimate development of a commercially profitable oil pro- 
duction. 

That this is not being done, however, is quite as much 
the faull of the last incumbent of the portfolio of the interior of 
the present. In Frank Oliver, Canada had at the head of its 
interior department a man who had no knowledge whatever 
of mining or the geologic possibilities of this country and who 
looked with suspicion upon any proposal to exploit the min- 
eral possibilities of the northwest. In Tyrrell, Dawson, Mal- 
colm, Dowling and others who constituted the geologic corps 
of the service he had sincere and conscientious experts of 
tremendous capacity who, had they been given half a chance, 
would have solved the riddle of the rocks long ‘ago and would 
have made the story of the formations an open book. But as 
a consequence of his prejudice against the whole metallurgi- 
cal and petroleum industries and his mistrust of the geologic 
possibilities, Oliver starved the mines branch and reduced the 
scope of some of the best experts in the world to merely peck- 
ing at the surface over an area so wide-spread that the aggre- 
gate result of their researches amounts to only a superficial 
knowledge of the geology of the province of Alberta, 

The present incumbent has had an excellent opportunity 
to improve upon the nivgardly policy of Oliver and had his
